Government Advisers. 

It has been noticed by writers of all 
ages that men who have much powor 
and are in positions of authority have, 
generally speaking, not very much 
virtue. The oyoics used to argue 
from this prinoiplo of human nature 
that it wash impossible for men high in 
power to make friends who wore agree- 
able from their virtue or useful for 
honorable deeds or actions ; tbat those 
in authority use frionds for different 
purposes to those in middla lifo, who 
make friendships amongst persons in 
the same station of life with thorn- 
selves ; the latter choosing their frionds 
from amongst thosa who are upon a 
perfect equality with them, do so for 
the sake of having pleasant persons to 
asBooiato with ; thej do not want frionds 
who will be m-eful to thorn, conse- 
quontly they seek for those that aro 
agreeable, and theso generally make 
good frionds. Tito former may sock 
out friends that are agreeable, but they 
sanat also be satjfu).. AdrnjiUp^tjint 
it was quite possible for a good man to 
bo at once agreeable and useful, ancient 
philosophy used to say that such a man 
will seldom be of the class from which 
the man in power selects his trionds. 
He generally desireB two kinds of 
friends— those who will holp him to 
get through the tedium of lit© by their 
geed eompp.cionnbls qrwditias, who 
will, in fact, contribute to his amuso- 
ment; and thoso who will be clover in 
executing bis commands— who will 
gratify his desiro of being honorod. 
It is somewhat surprising that as the 
world grows older and there is an im- 
provement in arts and sciences, and in 
all the gnrroundings of man, there 
ghould be so little improvement in man 
himself. The sumo good and bad 
qualities are found amongst men of the 
present day as havo been praised and 
held up to censure any time for tho 
last twenty centuries — nay, wo might 
almost say since the world began. We 
do not profit by the good teaching aud 
the great examples that from time to 
timo in all ages have shone out like 
bright lightB in the world. Honoe it 
is that the same arguments may be 
urged in the present day respecting 
the friendships of thoso who aro gov- 
erning; and if It be an axiom that 
Governors cannot choose truly good 
friends from amongst the governed, to 
this we may trace many of the evils 
whioh must always appertain to tho 
system of government known in what 
are calkd Crown Colonies ; they par- 
take too muoh of dospotisiu. "Unless 
the Governor of sncli a Colony is a 
man so constituted by nature that he 
can, by constant intercourse with tho 
people ovor whoso destinies he exer- 
cises a control, familiarize himself with 
their wants and desires, and by ajudi- 
cious selection of such advisers as tho 
constitution allow* him, Jnsngfimte 
and carry out measuros to ovorcomo 
tho defects of the Byflteni, tho very 
nature of tho form of Government 
renders it distasteful and repugnant to 
the A.nglo-Saxon raoe. Unfortunatoly 
the Governor of this Colony doos not 
seem to be aware that. iJjAWj?_ftny ne- 
cessity for porsonai exertion or inter* 
course with others on his part, or that 
he has any duties t.o perform towards 
the people of tho Colony, boyocd those 
•which appertain to any country gen- 
tleman in England, who hoitis posi- 
tion in tho society of his own coun- 
try. The business of lifo with tho 
Governor as well as with many of tho 
principal officials here, would soom to 
be to pass life ovor as comfortably 
and easily as nnder tho circumstances 
he is able to do. Whether British 
Columbia Is over-taxed and over-gov- 
erned or tho contrary does not soem 
to oause him tho slightest caro or 
anxiety. Wo can undorBtand this 
apathy on tho part of the Governor, he 
has but a few years to got through 
amougstus; and if his own sonso of 
duty does not keep him up to tho 
mark, there is but Little olao to stimu- 
late him; wo havo seen enough of 
him to be justifiod in saying that ho 
is never likely to stop to tho front 
from out of tho ranks of Colonial Gov- 
ernors, nor to aspiro to the big est 
Colonial pmes ; and if ho sooka em- 
ployment ..from tho Colonial Office 
after his term here has expired, nie- 
dioority of talent and want of onergy 
will, wo regret to say, bo no bad rc- 
comraenda?K.na for him. With tho 
Government officials tho case is vory 
different — none of thorn can bo so dull 
ns to/ai! to porceivo that sooner* or 
later there must bo a change in tho 
svstes. cf Government. So long as 



we havo active and useful publio »er- 
vants and ooonomy, with a due re- 
gard to tho publio service studied, 
no outcry for change will make itself 
hoard ; bnt when financos are low and 
tho pooplo are burdened with taxos to 
pay salaries which aro, in their eiti« 
mation, oxtravagant and unnecessary, 
a fooling is roused whioh cannot be 
kept down, and moderate and earnest 
men join in the cry for reform and 
change. So it is with our own case ; 
the whole of tho population outside 
of tho Civil Service aro unanimous in 
desiring soma change; thoy may at 
present bo somewhat divided an to 
what would bo best for the futuro of 
tho Colony, but tho party which is 
numerically tho strongest will most 
assuredly prevail, and when a radical 
ohango takos place, what, wo ask, will 
become of tho Government staff? 
Shortsighted indeed are those who 
are in a position to advise tbo Eicon* 
tive now if no highor motive Btirs 
them, tho conviotion that a failore in 
their duty now, will result in thoir be- 
ing swept away from notice whon the 
change comes, might influenco them. 
If thoso amongst our Government 
officials who havo tho power and the 
oourago to speak out,' oould boo how 
muoh their future in this Colony de- 
pends upon a bold performance of 
thoir publio duty now, they would 
scarcoly dare to roposo another day in 
silonco.

Tho London correspondent of an Am- 
erican paper says : 

The Times is believed to still circulate 
ubout G0,OCO copies daily, selling them 
to the trade at twopenco-halfpenny each. 
Tho Daily Telegraph announces in blue 
letters, five feet long, on tho walls, that it 
has the largest circulation in tho world." 
Tho actual sale is from 120,000 to 140,000 
daily. Tho Standard, which advertises 
each week above its leading article, its 
averago daily circulation duriug tho pre- 
vions week, shows a total of about 120,- 
000, bnt this includes the Evening Stand- 
ard, and tho Morning Herald, and of 
these totuls a vast number aro returned 
on their hands. The numbers given are 
numbers printed, which is a very differ- 
ent thing from the numbers sold. The 
Daily News, which started at a penny on 
Monday last, and which has not got all 
its machinery iu perfect gear, has sold 
about 50,000 each day, tuid its proprietors 
are sanguine that it will beat the head 
beforo many months have passed. The 
Morning and Evening Star sell together 
about 25,000 daily, Tho Morninq 
Post (high price) scarcely 4,000 a day; 
the Morning Advertiser, 5,000 ; the 
Express evening paper (the property of 
the Daily News), is about 15,000; the 
Pall Mall Gazette, 12,000 ; and the 
Globe, 500. 

There is no really well written weekly 
paper in London selling at a penuy. All 
the papers of that price are of an inferior 
character, and are sold exclusively among 
tho artisans aud mechanics. They reach, 
however, large numbers in the amount of 
their sales. Tapers which you have never 
heard of in Chicago, sdl some 200,000 
weekly. The papers which are road by 
the ruling classes (for the want of a bet- 
ter phrase) are all Gvepence or sixpence 
each. Of the number, the richest is the 
Saturday ttevicw. I doubt, however, if 
that paper ever reaches a sale of 10,000 
copies. The Spectator averages proba- 
bly 7,000

Important Marine Decision— In the Son 
Francisco Commercial Herald and Market 
Review we find mention of a decision render- 
ed by Judge Hoffman, on the Cch alt., iu the 
U S District Court, io the oaso of Wm B 
Johnson vs. the British ship Industry, which 
is interesting to ship owners generally. It 
appears that on the afternoon of December 
23d, 1867, a terrific gaio was experienced in 
San Francisco harbor, and during its vio- 
lence the Industry, with two anchors down 
and a scope of 60 fathoms of chain on one 
ami 75 fathoms on the other, is alleged to 
hare drifted toward Alcatraz Island until 
within two or thiee ship's length of the rocks; 
that the steamtug Resouo, observing her 
peril, put off to her assistance, and offered the 
end of a towing cable, which was taken on 
board the Industry and made fast; that the 
tug ranged ahead and after great effort suc- 
ceeded in towing the ship, with both anchors 
down around the easterly end of tho island 
and slightly under its lee, wbero the anchors 
took hold and ship swung to the tide and 
wind. For this sorvice the tug company 
claimed salvage, which was refused by the 
owners of the Industry, on the ground 
that the ebip wae not adrift r.nd was not in 
actual peril at the time. After a long and 
close trial, in which the testimony wbb ex 
tiemely conflicting, Judgo Hoffman held thai 
tha tut! company was entitled to salvage and 
decided that the Industry should pay 810,000 
currency and coats. 

The steamer J. L. Stephens loft for San 
Francisco yesterday afternoon. Her list ol 
passengers was largo, but there ore bat few 
amongat them from this town, and still less 
leaviog us permanently. There were thirty- 
eight io tho cabin and fifty in the steerage — 
mostly from Portland. Out of the 
list fifteen were from the Conatantine. 
Amongst those leaving Victoria were Messrs 
Wilkie, Anderson and VVigham.

There were also 
twenty-five Southdown rams sent down to 
California from Dr Tolmie'a farm for the 
improvement of California Bheep. Tho latter 
is a novol but gratifying article of cxporta. 
tion, and opens out another source ol wealth 
for our farmers and those engaged in tho 
stock business. 

* Explanation — In reference to the com- 
plaints of Thomas Innis about the practice 
shooting of ibe Navy, which wo published 
a fow days since, we are desired to say that 
every possible precaution is taken to avoid 
inoonverienco or accidents to tho public.

The Paraguaya n Ainaz ons of the War. 

From the Buenos Ayres Standard. 

Lieutenant Colonel Margaret Fcrreira 
and Captain Anita Gill are tho female 
officers Jn jiommand at the pass of tho 
river TebicuarC w hero *a "very respectable 
force of girls and women is held under 
arms to dispute tho passage of tho river 
by the Allies. This is the tenor of the 
advices tha, last carao down from Para- 
guay and every well informed person in 
military matters kuows that they aro cor- 
rect. 

Brigadier Genera'. Eliza Lynch, with 
the main body of tho female army, is en- 
camped midway botween the pass of tho 
river and a small inland town. On the 
road to Villa Rica the right wing of her 
army, under the command of tho mother 
of Captain Herrero, has deployed slightly 
lo tho left, so as to bang on tho invaders 
should they effect a crossing of tho river, 
and cut up Mrs Margaret Ferreira and 
her hero ; c girls. Re'ays of girls and 
women keep nonsta "j arriving at the 
headqnarters of tho feminine Commander- 
in-Chief. From what wo gather from 
letters and Bta'ements, it would seem that 
the male portion of tho army is greatly 
reduced and are ocenpied in defending 
the fortress of Humaitia, the positions 
near Tirabo, the oncampment at Villa Rica 
and tho fortifications at Lambaro. Tho 
guerrilla portion of the campaign — or 
what is termed here the guerra de recur- 
sos — is entrusted to tho women of Para- 
quay ; and reliable data have been re- 
ceived hero that tho troops to tho north, 
near the Tranquera Loreto, aro osclaso 
ively composed of women. 

As to the exact number of women nn* 
dor orm3 in Paraguay at present it is im- 
possible to say, owing to tho varied and 
conflicting statements; but for years past 
a great portion of the heavy work at« 
tending on camp lifo has been performed 
by the unhappy donghters ot that once

public meetings on the subject, ho atated 
in his opening speech to the Legislative 
Council, in January, 1867, 'that he was 
inlormed that the question created an

Tho writer is evi- 
dently well informed in tho details of 
which he writes : 

"Tho much vexed question of the capi- 
tal of British Columbia having been 
settled in favour of Victoria, Vancouver 
Island, it may bo into. > ..Ling to give a 
short outline of the c : rcumsta:icc3 which 
have led to the present result. 

From the first settlement of Vancouver 
Tsland Victoria had been the seat of Gov- 
ernment, the social centro and commercial 
emporium of tho whole north-west const. 

Soon ufler the gold discoveries on the 
mainland a new colony was formed, upon 
tho name of British Columbia, with New 
Westminster — at the time a mere clear- 
ance iu the in the forest — us its capital, 
under the administration of the Governor 
of Vancouver Island. After a time the 
two colonies were entirely disunited and a 
separate Governor appointed to each. 
This system not working well and the 
population of tho mainland having consid- 
erably decreased, the colonies were a^ain 
united under Mr Seymour, tho then Gov- 
ernor of British Columbia. 

Instead of retaining Victoria as the 
capital of tho united colouics, Governor 
Seymour continued to reside at Now 
Westminster — an inland and practically 
inaccessiblo town, — to which ho removed 
not only tho Law Courts but even the 
Custom-house and other public offices. 
The general discontent which thereupon 
ensued has at length culminated in the 
restoration to Victoria of its former posK 
lion as tho soat of Government of tho 
united colonies. Pending theso differ- 
ences, however, many of tho settlors hft 
the colony in distrust, and its materiul 
prosperity was much retarded from a 
want of unity of action in all public 
business. 

Tho controversy lay, not so much be- 
tween tho cities of Victoria und New 
Westminster as between Victoria and a 
largo majority of tho population of both 
colonics on tho ouo hand and a small 
cliquo of officials, headed by tho Governor 
ot Now Westminster on tho otlior. Those 
latter, in their forest seclusion, talked 
themselves into believing what no other 
man boliovod, and shut their oyes and 
ears to what every ono olso saw and 
heard. No bettor proof of tho unsound* 
ncss of their views can bo adduced than 
their complaint that with the removal of 
a fow Government officials Now West- 
minster will collapse, or in tho emphatic 
language of the west, 'cavoin.' 

So misled was Governor Seymour by 
b'i3 5d51dwct3 that, in spite of [kcliaiug 
population and general bankruptcy, ho
